Tartaric  Acid  and  Cream  of  Tartar. — An 

announcement  from  the  Ministry  of  Food 
states  that  supplies  of  tartaric  acid  and 
cream  of  tartar  are  limited,  and  when  the 
present  small  stocks  are  exhausted  further 
quantities  may  not  be  available  for  the 
baking  industry.  Pyro  cream  powder  and 
acid  calcium  phosphate  are  available  and 
are  suitable  alternatives.  The  Ministry 
states  that  citric  acid  is  available  to  meet 
the  normal  demand. 

Price  Notices  in  Shops. — The  Retail 
Prices  (Notices)  Order,  1942,  which  comes 
into  force  on  April  7,  relieves  retailers  of  the 
obligation  to  exhibit  price  posters  or  tickets 
for  certain  foods,  but  requires  them  to  have 
a  maximum  price  list  available  for  inspec- 
tion by  customers.  A  notice  must  be 
displayed  prominently  in  the  shop  stating 
that  such  a  list  is  available  for  reference, 
and  indicating  where  it  is  kept.  Foods 
affected  include  cereal  breakfast  foods, 
honey,  milk  powder,  condensed  milk, 
pepper  and  sugar.  A  printed  price  list  will 
be  on  sale  at  6d.  within  the  next  few  days. 
Most  retailers  will  obtain  copies  through 
their  Trade  Associations,  but,  where  this  is 
not  possible,  copies  can  be  bought  through 
booksellers  or  from  H.M.  Stationery  Office, 
Kingsway,  London,  W.C. 
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Vaccines  Sent  to  China. — The  St.  John 
Ambulance  Association  and  Indian  Red 
Cross  Society  have  sent  10,000  doses  of 
plague  vaccine  to  China. 

Paint  Chemicals. — A  special  department^ 
of  the  Miscellaneous  Chemicals  Control  at 
Terminal  House,  52  Grosvenor  Gardens, 
London,  S.W.i,  has  been  set  up  to  deal  with 
chemical  raw  materials  required  by  the 
paint  industry.  Mr.  C.  A.  F.  Hastilow, 
M.Sc,  B.Com.,  F.I.C.,  will  be  in  charge  of 
the  section  under  the  Controller  of  Miscel- 
laneous Chemicals. 

New  Insurance  Cards.— To  save  paper 
and  man-power  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland 
have  decided  to  introduce  yearly — instead 
of  half-yearly — contribution  cards  for 
National  Health  Insurance  and  Pensions. 
The  first  of  these  yearly  cards  will  cover 
the  period  from  July  6.  Half-yearly  cards 
will  be  continued  only  for  juvenile  workers, 
exempt  persons,  and  persons  over  pension 
age. 

Control  of  Drying  Oils. — The  Control  of 
Drying  Oils  (No.  i)  Order,  1942  (S.R.  &  O. 
1942,  No.  484,  price  id.),  made  by  the 
Minister  of  Supply,  makes  subject  to  licence 
the  acquisition,  disposal,  treatment,  use  or 
consumption  of  tung  oil  (china  wood  oil), 
oiticica  oil,  stillingia  oil,  drying  oils  made 
from  castor  oil,  and  certain  oils  of  which 
these  are  ingredients.  All  inquiries  and 
applications  for  licences  should  be  sent  to 
the  Miscellaneous  Chemicals  Control,  Ter- 
minal House,  52  Grosvenor  Gardens, 
London,  S.W.i. 

Pharmaceutical  Council  Election  Post- 
poned.— Under  the  title  of  "The  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  (Retire- 
ment of  Council)  Order,  1942,"  an  Order  in 
Council,  dated  March  10,  provides  that  no 
member  of  the  Council  of  the  Society  .shall 
be  required,  by  virtue  of  Section  4  of  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1898 
(which  provides  for  the  retirement  of 
members  of  the  Council  by  rotation),  to  go 
out  of  office  in  the  year  1942,  and  accordingly 
(a)  the  reference  in  paragraph  (i)  of  that 
Section  to  "every  year"  shall  be  construed 
as  not  including  the  said  year;  and  {b)  no 
election  of  members  of  the  Council  shall  be 
held  in  the  said  year,  and  no  person  shall  by 
virtue  of  the  Royal  Charter  of  Incorporation 
of  the  Society  or  any  bylaw  of  the  Society, 
or  of  any  enactment  or  rule  of  law,  be 
required  to  perform  any  duty  solely  for  the 
purpose  of  an  election  which  by  virtue  of 
this  order  is  not  to  be  held.

agreed  not  to  use  terms  suggesting  that  the 
product  would  have  therapeutic  value  in 
the  treatment  of  skin  blemishes. 

Recommendations  by  A. Ph. A.  President. 
— The  president  of  the  American  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  has  made  a  series  of 
recommendations  for  the  future  line  of 
action  of  the  Association.  Among  them  are 
that  the  committee  on  long-range  pro- 
gramme of  policy  should  be  made  a  standing 
committee;  that  the  Association  should 
extend  its  efforts  to  bring  about  closer  co- 
operation between  pharmacy  and  medicine  ; 
that  a  committee  should  be  appointed  to 
study  the  possibilities  of  developing  educa- 
tional and  professional  exhibits  as  a  feature 
of  annual  meetings ;  and  that  the  Associa- 
tion's committee  on  State  Food  and  Drug 
legislation  should  be  instructed  to  study  the 
Federal  Food,  Drug  and  Cosmetic  Act  and 
the  Regulations  issued  thereunder  and  to 
report  its  interpretations  each  month  for 
publication. 

Pharmacists  in  U.S.  Army. — Brigadier 
General  L.  B.  McAfee  (assistant  to  the 
Surgeon  General  of  the  United  States  Army) 
has  advised  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association  that  the  present  organisation 
tables  based  on  an  Army  of  3,600,000  men 
will  require  the  services  of  5,000  men  in  the 
performance  of  pharmaceutical  duties. 
Registered  pharmacists,  conscripted  under 
the  Selective  Service  and  Training  Act,  will 
be  used  in  their  professional  capacity  to 
supply  as  many  of  this  number  as  possible. 
The  deficit  will  be  made  up  by  graduates 
of  the  Army  technical  schools  who  will  act 
as  assistants.  Approximately  1,000  phar- 
macists are  in  the  Army  in  commissioned 
or  non-commissioned  status  at  the  present 
time. 

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Status  of  Pharmacists  in  the  Governmental 
Services  has  stated  that  every  effort  will 
be  made  to  provide  pharmacists  with  as 
little  disruption  to  civilian  pharmaceutical 
service  as  possible.  Employee  pharmacists 
will  probably  be  conscripted  before  men 
who  own  and  operate  their  own  pharmacies, 
but  in  all  probability  as  many  pharmacist 
owners  as  employee  pharmacists  will  be 
drafted,  resulting  in  the  closing  of  a  number 
of  retail  pharmacies. 
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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Proprietary  Medicine  Distribution 

The  discussion  between  the  Proprietary 
Association  of  Great  Britain  and  retail 
chemists  seems  hkely  to  continue,  as  your 
last  week's  issue  indicates  (pp.  335,  347). 
It  appears  to  me  that  in  this  matter  the 
chemists  are  in  a  strong  position.  They 
already  have  the  Chemists'  Friends'  scheme 
in  operation :  if  they  base  their  policy  on 
the  ideas  of  the  scheme  in  their  capacity  as 
distributors  of  proprietary  medicines,  they 
have  something  to  go  upon.  Without  any 
intention  of  taking  sides  I  venture  to  sub- 
mit two  general  considerations.  The  first 
is  that  after  June  30  there  will  be  no 
secret  medicines  on  sale  other  than  those 
prescribed.  (Incidentally,  medical  practi- 
tioners who  dispense  their  own  prescriptions 
will  then  become  the  chief  originators  of 
secret  medicines.)  Not  onl}^  chemists  but 
also  many  other  intelligent  people  will  be 
able  to  read  and  discuss  the  formulas 
appearing  on  labels  and  cartons.  Manu- 
facturers have,  I  suppose,  realised  the 
implications  of  this  change.  The  second 
consideration  is  that  the  new  manner  of 
presentation  to  the  public  affords  an 
opportunity  to  render  medicines  more 
"ethical,"  to  use  a  word  well  understood 
in  this  connexion.  Surely  it  is  possible  so 
to  remodel  the  phrasing  of  advertisements 
as  to  raise  the  tone  of  appeal  on  the  printed 
page  and  on  the  poster.  A  policy  of  this 
nature  would  constitute  another  way  of 
becoming  chemists'  friends. 

The  N.P.U.  Comes  of  Age 

Your  congratulations  to  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  on  its  coming  of  age 
(P-  335)  will  be  widely  and  cordially 
endorsed.  I  join  in  felicitating  the  Union 
in  this  event,  and  its  secretary  on  his 
admirable  account  (pp.  338-41)  of  the  rise 
and  progress  of  the  body  for  the  success 
of  which  he  has  been  so  largely  responsible. 
The  origin  of  this  flourishing  institution  is 
worth  recalling.  By  the  end  of  191 8  the 
Government,  in  its  attempts  at  industrial 
reconstruction  arising  out  of  war  conditions, 
had  set  in  motion  executive  bodies  of  two 
types — Whitley  Councils  for  trades  and 
industries  regarded  as  already  sufficiently 
organised  to  enable  employers  and  employed 
to  adjust  their  differences  with  a  reasonable 
prospect  of  success,  and  Trade  Boards  for 
other  trades  and  industries.  Obviously, 
the  functions  of  Trade  Boards  were  to  be  of 
a  more  mandatory  character  than  those  of 


Whitley  Councils.  Early  in  1919  '  th 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  invited  to  senc 
representatives  to  a  conference  of  th 
distributive  trades  called  b}^  the  Ministr 
of  Labour  to  consider  the  application  of  thi 
policy  to  them,  and  accordingl}^  Sir  Willia- 
Glyn-Jones  and  Mr.  G.  A.  Mallinson  wer 
sent.  It  then  appeared — and  I  remembe 
Sir  William  disclosing  this  fact  in  his  mos 
impressive  manner  at  a  meeting  of  chemis' 
— that  a  Trade  Board  was  officially  r 
garded  as  the  proper  administrative  bod; 
for  the  distributive  trades ;  that  th 
proposed  Board  would  consist  of  about  30 
members ;  and  that  the  representation  c 
pharmacy  upon  it  would  be  infinitesim? 
or  nearly  so.  The  Council  of  the  Pharmc 
ceutical  Society  promptly  held  two  specie 
meetings,  and  as  the  outcome  passe 
resolutions  to  the  effect  that  the  inclusi 
of  pharmacists  and  their  assistants  in 
Board  of  that  kind  was  unsuitable  to  tl 
conditions  of  pharmacy. 

Great  Activity

USED  CHEQUES  FOR 
MUNITIONS 

How  long  do  you  keep  your  used  cheques  ? 
Inquiries  have  shown  that  many  people 
hoard  them  indefinitely,  in  the  belief  that 
they  have  the  value  of  legal  receipts.  "  This 
is  a  fallacy,"  a  London  bank  official  has 
stated.  "The  most  that  can  be  said  for 
them  is  that  they  might  serve,  in  court,  in 
certain  circumstances,  as  supporting  evi- 
dence. There  is  no  good  reason  why  used 
cheques  should  be  kept  longer  than  six 
months,  or  one  year  at  the  outside.  After 
all,  clients  have  their  regular  statements  as 
a  record  of  payments.  There  must  be 
millions  of  old  cheques  tucked  away  and 
forgotten  in  homes  and  offices  all  over  the 
country,  and  they  might  well  go  to  make 
munitions."  He  added  that  all  banks  would 
no  doubt  be  very  willing  to  throw  out  for 
salvage  all  cancelled  vouchers  if  clients  gave 
them  authority  to  do  so.  Every  voucher 
would,  of  course,  be  torn  up  before  being 
sent  to  the  pulping  mills. 
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PROPOSED  CENTRAL  DISPENSARY 


Birkenhead  and  Wirral  Pharmacists' 
Association,  which  agreed  recently  (see 
C.  &  D.,  March  14,  p.  299)  upon  the 
desirability  of  a  central  dispensary,  has 
appointed  a  small  subcommittee  to  go  into 
precise  costs  and  work  out  practical 
details.  The  decision  was  reached  at  a 
special  meeting  held  at  Birkenhead  on 
March  18,  Mr.  G.  L.  Hale  in  the  chair. 

Reasons  for  the  Scheme 

Explaining  the  reasons  for  the  project, 
Mr.  F.  Haworth  said  that  staffs  had  been 
seriously  depleted,  and  the  proposed  dis- 
pensary was  an  endeavour  to  find  a  solution. 
The  scheme  should  be  considered  on  the 
basis  of  the  interests  of  the  craft  as  a  whole. 
It  was  suggested  that  a  small  limited  com- 
pany should  be  formed,  with  capital  raised 
among  local  pharmacists.  The  company 
would,  on  early  closing  days  and  Sundays, 
undertake  the  dispensing  services  normally 
provided  by  a  number  of  pharmacies.  It 
would  operate  for  this  purpose  only,  and 
not  for  the  sale  of  goods.  The  question 
might,  however,  be  considered  whether 
the  dispensary  should  open  for  a  longer 
period,  say  from  half  an  hour  earlier  to 
the  same  amount  later  than  the  usual  times  . 
of  opening  and  closing.  It  was  not  proposed 
to  carry  stocks  other  than  those  necessary 
to  give  a  full  National  Health  Insurance 
and  private  dispensing  service. 

Working  Details 

Capital  required  would  be  in  the  region 
of  £2^0.  This  figure  had  been  suggested 
by  interested  pharmacists  who  were  already 
in  business,  and  was  based  on  experience 
of  the  requirements  necessary.  There  might 
be  some  question  raised  about  fittings  and 
fixtures  and  the  difficulty  of  obtaining 
them,  but  the  lay-out  he  had  in  mind 
should  not  prove  difficult  to  carry  out. 
Fixtures  would  be  of  the  simplest  kind ; 
no  shop  rounds  would  be  needed,  and  the 
ordinary  equipment  of  a  dispensary  was 
still  available.  The  dispensary  would  be 
in  either  a  room  of  a  private  house  or  in 
a  small  shop  taken  on  a  low  rental,  with 
accommodation  for  a  waiting  room.  One 
qualified  pharmacist  and  one  assistant 
would  do  the  work,  according  to  a  rota. 
Each  should  be  paid  an  agreed  sum  for 
each  duty.  Apart  from  dispensing  there 
would  be  questions  of  ordering,  delivery, 
packing,  and  collection  of  empties. 


vantages  and  Drawbacks 

The  advantages  were  that  there  would  be 
one  series  of  overheads  in  place  of  a  number. 
Insured  persons  would  know  for  certain 
where  they  could  get  prescriptions  dispensed 
on  a  half-day  or  Sunday.  Pharmacists 
would  avoid  the  worry  of  employing  as- 
sistants to  whom  they  could  not  give 
corresponding  time  off.  The  proprietor 
and  his  staffs  would,  except  on  their  turn 
of  duty,  get  the  full  half-day  and  Sunda 
away  from  the  business.  That  in  itself  was 
sufficient  justification  for  the  scheme. 
Because  of  the  Poisons  and  Dangerous 
Drugs  Acts  regulations,  keys  of  the  premises 
could  be  handed  only  to  a  qualified  chemist. 
No  doubt  the  National  Pharmaceutic 
Union  would  advise  members  whether  i 
would  be  necessary  for  the  chemist  o" 
duty  to  exhibit  his  certificate.  It  was 
unlikely  that  obstacles  would  be  placed 
by  the  authorities  in  the  way  of  opening 
as  they  were  not  so  much  opening  a  new 
business  as  endeavouring  to  relieve  th 
strain  on  existing  arrangements.  Without 
the  sanction  of  the  Panel  and  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committees,  the  whole  scheme  woulc 
fall  to  the  ground,  but  if  it  was  fairly  pu' 
before  them  it  should  meet  with  theii 
approval.  "One  distinction  I  would  like 
to  make,"  said  Mr.  Haworth,  "is  th' 
difference  between  giving  a  service  to  ai 
insured  person  and  supplying  urgen 
medicines."  The  former  was  a  matter  o 
arrangements  mutually  satisfactory  t( 
chemists  and  the  various  Insurance  Com 
mittees,  but  the  latter  meant  a  24-hou 
service.  The  terms  were  loosely  used  t 
mean  the  same  thing,  and  many  chemis 
seemed  to  hold  the  opinion  that  they  open" 
their  premises  on  Thursday  and  Sunda; 
evenings  to  supply  urgent  medicine. 

Discussion 

One  member  commented  that  the  schem 
would  be  unworkable ;  people  could  nc 
be  expected  to  bring  the  prescriptior 
from  the  extreme  ends  of  the  borough  t 
a  central  dispensary.  Mr.  Haworth  seeme 
optimistic  about  getting  stock,  thoug 
many  drugs  were  in  short  supply.  Was 
likely  that  drugs  which  chemists  could  n 
obtain  would  be  made  available  for_ 
central  dispensary?  If  a  rota  of  duti 
was  arranged,  asked  another  membe 
could  one  be  certain  that  the  chemists  ar 
their  assistants  would  turn  up  on  tl 
appointed  nights.   If  chemists  showed  tl 
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pvernment  how  the  public  could  manage 
Jthout  chemists'  shops,  it  might  be  to  the 
isadvantage  of  pharmacists  in  business. 
Mr.  F.  Haworth  :   If  the  dispensary  is 
stablished  on  a  central  bns  route  and 
eople  need  medicine  they  will  travel  to  it. 
hey   often   now   bring   in  prescriptions 
ated  two  or  three  days  previously.  Admit- 
dly  the  need  of  the  scheme  has  been 
ictated  by  war-time  conditions.    As  the 
umber  of  prescriptions  will  only  be  the 
me  as  now,  the  use  of  drugs  will  not  be 
creased.  It  would  be  a  sad  reflection  on 
larmacy  if  members  did  not  turn  up.

VITAMIN  A  REQUIREMENTS 

At  an  afternoon  meeting  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  held  in  London  on  March 
12,  Dr.  Katharine  H.  Coward  read  a  paper 
on  "The  Relative  Needs  of  Young  Male 
and  Female  Rats  for  Vitamin  A."  The 
following  is  a  summary.  Young  rats  given 
a  diet  deficient  only  in  vitamin  A  grow 
until  their  reserves  of  that  factor  are 
exhausted.  If  vitamin  A  is  still  withheld 
they  lose  weight  and  die.  Even  if  given 
small  doses  of  vitamin  A  before  they  begin 
to  lose  weight  some  still  die,  though  the  rest 
begin  to  grow  again,  males  responding  less 
than  females.  With  larger  doses  the 
response  of  males  and  females  is  equal. 
If  still  larger  doses  are  given  males  show  a 
greater  response  than  females.  The  evidence 
afforded  by  the  large  number  of  experiments 
carried  out  in  the  Pharmacological  Labora- 
tories of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  over- 
whelming on  this  point.  The  author  has 
suggested  that  human  male  infants  may 
also  need  more  vitamin  A  than  human 
female  infants,  and  that  insufficiency  of 
the  vitamin  may  be  one  reason  why 
mortality  among  male  infants  in  Great 
Britain  is  higher  than  among  female  infants. 

BED-BUG  INSECTICIDES 

The  Bed-bug  Infestation  Committee  of  the 
Medical  Research  Council  has  recommended 
the  following  insecticide  formulas  for  use 
in  air-raid  shelters  : — 

Pyrethrins  in  Kerosene. — A  prepara- 
tion having  a  guaranteed  content  of  o-6 
per  cent,  to  o-8  per  cent,  of  pyrethrins. 
Alternatively,  a  weaker  pyrethrin  solution 
made  equally  toxic  for  bugs  by  the  use 
of  an  adjuvant  harmless  to  human  beings. 

Thiocyanates. — (a)  Lethane  in  kero- 
sene. To  have  a  guaranteed  content  of 
6  per  cent,  lethane  384.  (6)  Lauryl  thio- 
cyanate  in  kerosene.  To  have  a  guaranteed 
content  of  3  per  cent,  of  lauryl  thiocyanate. 

Heavy  Coal-tar  Naphtha  with  Cre- 
SYLic  Acid. — Cresylic  acid  (5  per  cent.) 
dissolved  in  heavy  coal-tar  naphtha  com- 
plying with  the  following  specification : 
(a)  Specific  gravity  at  60°  F.,  not  less  than 
0-835  or  greater  than  o-gio.  {b)  Distillation 
range :  not  more  than  10  per  cent,  to 
distil  at  160°  C.  and  not  less  than  90  per 
cent,  at  190°  C.  (c)  Flash  point,  not  less 
than  100°  F.  {d)  Tar  bases,  not  to  exceed 
0-25  per  cent.  The  preparations  should 
only  be  used  when  a  shelter  is  empty, 
and  an  interval  of  at  least  two  hours  should 
be  allowed  to  elapse  before  the  shelter  is 
again  occupied. 
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C.F.  SCHEME  DISCUSSED  AT  BATH 


A  MEETING  of  Bath  and  Bristol  pharma- 
cists was  held  at  Bath  on  March  i8  to  hear 
Mr.  R.  H.  Kemp  (secretary  of  the  Chemists' 
Friends  Association)  put  forward  a  strong 
advocacy  of  the  Chemists'  Friends  scheme, 
and  urge  signature  of  the  "penalty" 
agreement  for  retail  members  of  the 
Association. 

Tightening-up  the  C.F.  Scheme 

Mr.  Kemp  reminded  his  hearers  that  the 
C.F.  scheme  had  been  in  operation  for 
seven  years.  It  had  started  off  amid  the 
whole-hearted  enthusiasm  of  members, 
not  all  of  which  had  been  backed  up  with 
practical  support.  In  that  period  the 
number  of  unqualified  dealers  in  medicinal 
preparations  had  undergone  a  considerable 
increase.  The  title  he  had  once  chosen  for 
an  address  to  chemists:  "Mind  your  own 
business"  was  more  than  ever  the  correct 
slogan  today.  Certain  manufacturers  had 
criticised  the  support  given  to  the  C.F. 
scheme  by  retailers,  and  wanted  the 
scheme  tightened  up.  That  was  one  reason 
for  the  registration  fee  and  penalty  clause. 
The  fee  enhanced  the  value  of  the  signature, 
though  it  benefited  not  the  Chemists' 
Friends  Association,  but  the  N.P.U.,  which 
was  required  to  finance  the  C.F. A.  to  a 
maximum  of  ;^i,ooo  per  annum.  Mr.  Kemp 
gave  figures  to  show  that  of  members' 
annual  payments  to  the  N.P.U.  more  than 
half  went  to  provide  indemnity  benefit, 
and  less  than  a  third  to  the  Union's  own 
expenses. 

Reason  for  Penalty 

The  need  for  a  penalty  was  that  it  would 
convince  manufacturers,  as  the  time  drew 
near  for  renewing  their  C.F.  agreements, 
that  they  could  count  on  retail  support  to 
the  full  extent.  The  penalty  would  be 
applied  only  upon  chemists  found  supplying 
unqualified  goods  for  re-sale.  Before  it  was 
enforced,  every  member  of  the  C.F. A.  would 
be  given  full  opportunity  to  withdraw,  but 
all  should  carefully  consider  the  advantages 
of  membership.  The  speaker  gave  instances 
of  C.F.  preparations  that  had  added  con- 
siderably to  the  revenue  of  chemists — 
revenue  that  would  largely  have  been  lost 
if  distribution  had  been  universal.  Members 
were  not  asked  to  refuse  sales  of  any  non- 
C.F.  preparation.  They  were  certainly 
required  not  to  display  non-C.F.  lines  or 
accept  bonus  terms  if  such  terms  involved 
making  a  display,  but  it  had  been  shown 


that  the  maximum  possible  loss  from  this 
cause  was  5s.  per  £^0  of  turnover.  Chemists 
who  did  not  sign  the  agreement  were  more 
likely  to  be  penalised  than  those  who  did; 
as  if  enough  signatories  were  forthcoming 
the  manufacturers  might  be  favourably 
disposed  to  the  policy  of  withholding  sup 
plies  from  non-signers. 

Discussion 

Mr.  Tuddenham  asked  whether  the 
C.F.  committee  had  taken  steps  to  preveni 
the  opening  of  pharmacies  in  bazaar  stores 
The  reply  was  that  a  special  subcommittee 
had  just  issued  its  report.  There  had  beer 
some  difficulty  in  defining  a  bazaar  store 
as  many  other  stores,  some  of  which  had 
long  had  pharmaceutical  departments 
were  capable  of  being  put  in  the  sam( 
category.  It  had  been  considered  that  th( 
dividing  line  could  not  be  fixed  in  existinj 
circumstances.  Manufacturers  were  bein^l 
asked  not  to  open  new  accounts  of  this  typ( 
while  the  war  lasted,  but  there  was  ncj 
means  of  enforcing  this. 

Mr.  Dickinson  asked  if  the  chemis 
retained  full  control  of  his  windows  afte 
signing  the  agreement. — Mr.  Kemp:  Yesj 
There  is  no  obligation  on  any  member  t(j 
display  a  preparation  because  it  is  C.F. 
but  of  course  he  must  not  show  a  non-C.F| 
competitive  item. 

Mr.  Mills  asked  if  wholesalers 
under  a  penalty,  and  gave  an  instance  oj 
a  C.F.  proprietary  being  on  display  locall; 
i;i  a  non-member's  shop. — Mr.  Kem; 
affirmed  that  the  wholesalers  were  unde 
a  penalty  to  keep  their  agreement.  H 
took  note  of  the  infringement  referred  to. 

Mr.  Curtis,  who  asked  what  constituted 
a  counter  display,  was  told  that  the  restric] 
tion  did  not  apply  to  stock  fixtures.  N 
would   the   penalty   be   enforced   for  ai 
innocent  first  offence. 

Mr.  Doble  mentioned  the  possibilit] 
that  in  the  present  shortage  of  supplie 
unfriendly  manufacturers  might  withhol] 
non-C.F.  goods  from  C.F.  supporters. 
Mr.  Kemp  pointed  out  that  this  would  bj 
cutting  down  the  number  of  distributiol 
points — the  very  thing  the  manufacturerj 
wished  to  increase. 

Messrs.    Cameron,    Cleverly,  NorriI 
and  Swain  also  contributed  to  the  disl 
cussion.   A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  speakej 
was  moved  by  the  chairman  (Mr.  A. 
Hale).

-Energy  Values  of  Foods 

The  human  body  resembles  a  machine  in 
that  it  will  not  work  unless  provided  with 
a  source  of  energy.  Man,  like  other  animals, 
gets  his  energy  from  food.  The  energy  value 
of  foods  is  therefore  of  fundamental  im- 
portance, especially  in  war-time,  when  it 
forms  an  essential  factor  controlling 
national  output. 

Energy  Values  of  Food. — Different  kinds 
of  food,  like  different  kinds  of  fuel,  may  have 
widely  different  energy  values.  One  ounce 
of  butter,  for  example,  provides  as  much 
energy  to  the  human  machine  as  2  J  oz.  of 
sugar  or  4  to  5  oz.  of  raw  beef.  These 
differences  in  energy  value  are  due  to 
differences  in  the  chemical  composition  of 
the  foods.  Water,  which  forms  about 
three-quarters  of  the  total  weight  of  raw 
beef,  does  not  provide  any  energy.  Butter 
is  composed  almost  entirely  of  fats,  which 
weight  for  weight  provide  about  two  and 
a  quarter  times  as  much  energy  as  the 
carbohydrate  in  sugar  and  starches.  The 
energy  value  of  lean  beef  is  due  mainly  to 
the  protein  it  contains.  Since  the  energy 
value  of  all  proteins  is  approximately  the 
same,  and  als6  approximately  equal  to  that 
of  carbohydrates,  we  can  calculate  the 
energy  value  of  any  food  by  determining 
the  amount  of  carbohydrates,  protein  and 
fat  it  contains,  and  applying  suitable 
factors. 

Calorie  Value  of  Foods.  The  energy 
value  of  foods  is  measured  in  Calories.  In 
physics  a  Calorie  is  the  amount  of  energy 
required  to  raise  a  kilogram  of  water 
through  one  degree  Centigrade  (15-16°  C), 
and  the  calorie  value  of  a  substance  is 
determined  by  burning  it  completely  to 
carbon  dioxide  and  water  in  a  suitable 
apparatus  and  measuring  the  heat  evolved. 
Care  should  be  taken  to  distinguish  Calories 
(spelt  with  a  large  "C")  from  calories  (spelt 
with  a  small  "c").  The  calorie,  which  is  the 
amount  of  energy  required  to  raise  a  gram 
of  water  through  1°  Centigrade,  is  of  course 
only  a  thousandth  of  the  value  of  the 
Calorie.  The  energy  requirements  of  liian 
are  more  conveniently  expressed  in  Calories 
than  in  calories,  and  in  fact  are  sometimes 
expressed  in  thousands  of  Calories.  In 
nutrition  studies  it  is  necessary  to  take  into 
account  the  fact  that  the  food  constituents 
are  not  always  completely  broken  down  to 


carbon  dioxide  and  water  when  used  as| 
sources  of  energy  in  the  animal  body. 
Proteins,  for  instance,  are  broken  down  inj 
man  only  so  far  as  urea,  which  passes  out) 
of  the  body  in  the  urine.  Hence  the  energy! 
value  of  I  grain  of  protein  when  used  asl 
food  is  only  4-1  calories,  whereas  if  burntl 
completely  to  carbon  dioxide  and  water] 
the  energy  value  is  5-3  Calories.  The  energy 
value  of  carbohydrates  used  as  food  isj 
approximately  the  same  as  that  of  proteins, 
i.e.,  4*1  calories  per  gram.  The  energy  value! 
of  fats  at  9' 3  Calories  per  gram  is  almostj 
two  and  one  quarter  that  of  proteins] 
and  carbohydrates. 

Energy  Value  of  a  Meal.  -  It  will  be  usefull 
to  illustrate  the  above  remarks  by  calcu- 
lating the  energy  value  of  a  meal  of  bread! 
and  cheese  containing  say  7  oz.  of  breadl 
and  if  oz.  of  Cheddar  cheese.  7  oz.  of  breadl 
is  approximately  equal  to  200  grams.f 
Wholemeal  bread  contains  about  44  perl 
cent,  of  carbohydrate,  8  per  cent,  of  protein! 
and  I J  per  cent,  of  fat.  Hence  200  grams! 
will  contain  about  88  grams  of  carbohydrate! 
16  grams  of  protein  and  3  grams  of  fat|l| 
Since  i  gram  of  carbohydrate  provides  4-1 
Calories,  88  grams  will  provide  88  x  4-1  oi 
361  Calories.  Similarly  16  grams  of  protein|jJ 
will  provide  16  X  4-1  or  66  Calories,  anc 

3  grams  of  fat  will  provide  3  x  9-3  or  2?! 
Calories.    The  total  energy  value  of  the| 
7  oz.  of  bread  is  therefore  361  +  66  -\-  2i 
or  455  Calories.    Again,  Cheddar  cheese 
contains  about  25  per  cent,  of  protein  anc 

4  per  cent,  of  fat  (carbohydrate  is  practicalljj 
absent).    Hence   if  oz.   or  50  grams  of 
Cheddar  cheese  will  contain   about  I2\ 
grams  of  protein  and  17  grams  of  fat  and 
will  provide  12^  x  4-1  Calories  plus  17  xl 
9-3  Calories,  totalling  210  Calories.

Some  foods  suet 
as  wholemeal  bread  contain  fairly  constani 
proportions  of  carbohydrate,  protein  anc 
fat,  so  that  in  calculating  the  energy  valu< 
of  a  meal  or  diet  reasonable  accuracy  ma^ 
be  obtained  by  taking  an  average  figuri 
(e.g.,  sixty-five  Calories  per  ounce)  as  th< 
energy  value.    White  bread  has  on  thi 
whole  a  somewhat  higher  energy  value  o 
about   seventy-four    Calories   per  ounce 
Other  foods  vary  widely  in  composition 
and  the  varietj^  actually  eaten  must  b 
known.

British  soldiers  in 
1914-18,  for  instance,  received  a  diet  of 
which  the  total  energy  value  was  about 
4-3  thousands  of  Calories  a  day.  The  net 
energy  value  was  4-3  —  1-8  or  2-5  thousands 
of  Calories,  and  the  percentage  efficiency

was  —   or  58.    High  percentage 

efficiency  values  were  also  found  in  the  diets 
of  professional  workers  and  munition 
workers  (see  Table),  whilst  the  value  for 
the  diet  of  Italian  soldiers  was  considerably 
less  than  that  for  British  soldiers,  even 
after  taking  into  consideration  the  smaller 
size  and  therefore  lower  basal  energy 
requirements  of  the  Italians.  Still  lower 
percentage  efficiency  values  were  found  in 
the  diets  of  unemployed.  Such  conditions 
represent  deplorable  inefficiency,  damaging 
both  the  physical  and  moral  welfare  of  the 
nation.  The  average  basal  energy  require- 
ment of  a  normal  man  in  this  country  is 
about  1-8  thousand  of 
Calories  daily.  If  such 
a  man  becomes  un- 
employed and  is  com-, 
pelled  to  live  on  an 
inadequate  diet  for 
months,  he  will  lose 
weight.  This  will 
cause  his  basal  energy 
requirement,  which  de- 
pends partly  on  the 
body  weight,  to  fall. 
For  example,  it  has 
been  estimated  that 
amongst  unemployed 
men  at  St.  Andrews 
in  1 93 1  who  had 
been  living  on  a  very 
poor  diet  with  a  total 
energy  value  of  only 
about  2-09  thousand 
of  Calories,  the  basal

energy  requirement  was  aboiTt  i  ■  7  thousand 
of  Calories,  leaving  about  0-39  thousand  of 
Calories  available  for  work.  In  practice,  of 
course,  no  man  even  if  unemployed  rests  at 
home  all  the  time.  He  does  some  work  at 
home,  and  also  goes  out.  Both  of  these 
require  energy,  which  has  to  be  deducted 
from  the  net  energy  available  for  work  in 
order  to  obtain  a  true  figure  for  the  amount 
of  work  he  will  be  able  to  do  at  his  job.  An 
extreme  example  of  the  effect  of  mal- 
nutrition on  diet  and  efficiency  was  seen 
amongst  German  civilians  in  191 8.  The 
percentage  efficiency  of  their  diet  had  fallen 
to  about  18  per  cent.

Big  Business  versus  the 
Small  Man 

OM  time  to  time  a  statement  appears  in 
e  report  of  the  Chemists'  Friends  Associa- 
n  that   supplies   of   C.F.    goods  may 

porarily  be  supplied  to  a  business  that 
no  longer  registered  with  the  Pharma- 

tical  Society  owing  to  the  proprietor 
ving  joined  H.M.  Forces.

H.  Walsh,  M.P.S.,  superintendent 
emist  of  the  Ten  Acres  and  Stirchley 
ciety.  Mr.  Walsh  points  out  that  the 
plications  for  deferment  of  co-operative 
anch  managers  are  as  yet  undecided, 

t  if  deferment  is  granted  it  will  be 
nditional  on  retention  of  the  position  for 

xh  it  is  granted,  so  that  transfers  of 
-ferred  persons  to  meet  changing  needs 
ill  not  easily  be  arranged.  Mr.  Walsh 
[ntinues : 

"It  may  be,  however,  that  if  the  matter  be 
karded  as  a  'district'  problem,  with  some 


pooling  of  resources  to  meet  mutual  difficulties, 
the  ultimate  combined  disadvantages  will  be 
minimised  by  the  closing  of  the  smallest  shops 
only,  and  pooling  of  pharmacists  to  spread  over 
the  larger  shops  in  order  that  these  may  con- 
tinue. Societies  with  one  pharmacy  may 
convert  this  into  a  'non-pharmacy',  i.e.  drug 
store.  The  whole  society  would  then  be  free 
from  the  obligations  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts, 
providing  that  the  directions  contained  in  the 
union's  relevant  instructions  had  been  carried 
out.  There  would  then  be  no  restrictions  on  the 
sale  of  'drugs'  (other  than  Part  i,  poisons)  in 
any  shops,  grocery  or  otherwise,  as  obtained 
when  the  pharmacy  was  maintained.  Societies 
with  more  than  one  pharmacy  cannot  maintain 
both  pharmacies  and  drug  stores;  the  pro- 
cedure of  the  foregoing  paragraph  is  therefore 
not  available  unless  applied  to  all  pharmacies 
operated  (Section  9  ib,  1933  Act).  Societies 
with  more  than  one  pharmacy  can,  however, 
if  they  desire  to  convert  the  pharmacies  into 
drug  stores  to  avoid  closure,  arrange  that  they 
do  not  maintain  both  pharmacies  and  drug 
stores  by  technically  relinquishing  one  or  the 
other.  They  can  do  it  by  handing  such  over 
to  a  dependent  society  formed  for  the  purpose, 
by  either  [a)  organising  the  branches  which 
may  have  to  close  into  a  separate  limited 
dependent  society,  admitting  them  successively 
as  they  lose  their  status  as  pharmacies ;  or 
(6)  by  organising  the  pharmacy  shops  as  now 
existing  into  a  separate  dependent  society, 
re-absorbing  them  into  the  parent  society 
successively  as  they  lose  their  status  as  phar- 
macies. This,  in  addition  to  the  primary 
purpose,  also  frees  the  whole  residual  society, 
including  the  grocery  shops,  from  all  the  burdens 
and  obligations,  including  registration,  of  the 
Pharmacy  Acts,  including,  of  course,  those  of 
1933  and  1941-" 

The  shortage  of  pharmacists  is  also  ex- 
emplified by  the  fact  that  girls  hitherto 
employed  on  the  toilet  counters  of  another 
chain  of  shops  are  being  trained  to  handle 
drugs. 

The  Fate  of  Private  Traders 

Little  has  been  heard  of  late  regarding 
the  concentrating  of  retail  trade,  though 
the  matter  will  no  doubt  be  revived  when 
the  Retail  Trade  Committee  issues  another 
report,  but  whatever  "telescoping"  takes 
place  it  will  not  alter  the  fact  that  many 
difficulties  facing  pharmac}^  and,  in  fact 
all  retail  distributive  trades,  today  are  due 
to  the  indiscriminate  opening  of  shops  since 
the  last  war.  The  ban  which  has  now  been 
imposed  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction 
though  the  date  chosen  is  far  too  late.  Re- 
ference is  made  in  a  report  entitled  "  The 
Impact  of  the  War  upon  the  Private 
Trader,"    issued    by    the  Southampton 
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Chamber  of  Commerce,  to  the  fact  that  the 
private  trader  is  being  "immolated  on  the 
altar  of  Big  Business."  Pharmacy  may  well 
be  one  of  the  worst  sufferers  if  steps  are  not 
taken  to  ward  off  the  impending  blows.  On 
the  one  hand  hangs  perhaps  the  fate  of  the 
Chemists'  Friends  scheme,  on  the  other  the 
possibility  of  an  unlimited  number  of  shops 
selling  drugs  and  proprietary  medicines. 
While  concentrating  on  these  problems, 
chemists  should  not  overlook  another 
factor  that  may  considerably  affect  the 
future  of  pharmacy,  i.e.  the  financial  policy 
of  "Big  Business."  A  timely  illustration 
of  the  danger  facing  the  small  trader  has 
been  provided  by  the  recent  annual  meeting 
of  F.  W.  Wool  worth  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  when  it  was 
announced  that,  out  of  a  profit  of  ;^6,ooo,ooo, 
well  over  a  quarter  of  a  million  is  to  be  re- 
served for  "rehabilitation"  purposes  when 
peace  returns.  If  the  war  lasts  only  another 
year,  and  a  similar  sum  can  be  put  aside 
for  the  same  purpose,  the  rehabilitation  will 
be  able  to  take  place  on  a  fairly  liberal 
scale.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  similar 
policy  is  being  followed  by  other  wealthy 
retail  traders,  so  that  the  question  is  :  What 
is  to  become  of  the  small  independent 
trader?  He  certainly  cannot  compete  on 
these  terms.  The  answer  seems  to  lie  along 
the  lines  of  limiting  the  points  of  distribu- 
tion, and  the  trend  of  events  is  at  present 
in  that  direction,  due  to  the  Location  of 
Businesses  Order,  shortage  of  pharmacists, 
and  limitation  of  supplies.  The  Planning 
Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
should  not  lose  sight  of  these  movements, 
and  though  it  cannot  perhaps  mould  them 
to  the  needs  of  pharmacy  it  should  miss 
no  opportunity  of  urging  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Council  to  take  advantage  of  any 
situation  that  arises.  The  sale  of  drugs  and 
medicines  should  not  be  the  jumping-off 
ground  for  the  individual  who  turns  his 
front  sitting-room  into  a  shop,  nor  for  the 
financier  whose  interest  in  the  drug  trade 
is  limited  to  the  returns  on  his  invested 
capital. 

Enforcing  Foodstuffs  Orders 

A  Press  notice  has  been  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food  notifying  that  the  Minister 
has  made  an  Order — The  Sampling  of  Food 


Order,  1942 — which  authorises  Enforce- 
ment Inspectors  employed  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  Ministry  and  other  duly  authorised 
officers  to  enter  any  premises  in  which 
they  have  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that 
food  is  being  manufactured,  or  prepared,  or 
is  deposited,  or  stored,  or  exposed  for  sale, 
and  to  take  samples  of  such  food  for  the 
purpose  of  ensuring  compliance  with  any 
of  the  Minister's  Orders  or  of  facilitating 
the  introduction  or  operation  of  any 
scheme  of  control.  These  officers  may  tak' 
samples  of  any  article  of  food,  notwith- 
standing any  restrictions  upon  the  purchas' 
or  obtaining  of  such  articles  contained  in 
the  Rationing  or  other  Orders  of  th 
Minister  for  the  time  being  in  force. 

We  are  advised  that  copies  of  this  Ordei 
will  not  be  available  for  a  few  days  and  th' 
date  of  the  commencement  of  enforcemeni 
has  not  yet  been  disclosed.  With  the  steadilj 
increasing  range  of  foodstuffs  in  short  supply 
and  the  corresponding  development  in  th' 
production  of  substitutes,  an  Order  of  thi. 
drastic  nature  may  be  justified  in  the  publi( 
interest.  There  are  regulations  controUin 
in  various  ways  the  production  and  metho 
of  description  of  these  substitute  article 
of  food,  and  the  time  allowed  for  clearin' 
old  stocks  of  such  goods  which  are  no 
licensed  is  running  out.  While  the  Order  i; 
chiefly  concerned  with  the  normal  good: 
of  another  class  of  trade,  there  are  som( 
lines,  such  as  cod  liver  oil,  invalids',  infants 
and  proprietary  foods  and  liquids,  fiavourinj 
substances,  etc.,  which  are  stocked  b; 
most  pharmacies,  and  such  products  ma; 
be  considered  to  come  within  the  scope  : 
the  Order,  details  of  which  we  shall  publis 
as  soon  as  it  is  available. 

Medicamenta  in  Excelsis

Black  Market— Increased 
Penalties 

a  recent  editorial,  "Price-regulated 
cods"  (C.  &-  D.,  March  7,  p.  285),  com- 
enting  on  black  market  and  other  forms 

trading  contrary  to  the  national  interest, 
e  said  "All  power  to  the  authorities  to 
amp  out  the  isolated  black  spots.  .  .  ." 
nder  the  Defence  Regulations,  the  Home 
ffice  has  prescribed  increased  penalties 
r  black  market  offences,  which  came  into 
rce  on  Monday  last,  March  23.  The  Home 

cretary    has    called    attention    to  the 


responsibility  resting  on  the  Courts  to  do 
all  they  properly  can  to  eradicate  the  evil 
by  imposing  on  offenders  penalties  of  a 
deterrent  character.  The  main  effect  of  the 
amendments  is  as  follows :  Any  person  who 
contravenes  an  order  for  the  control  of 
goods,  who  steals  a  controlled  article, 
receives  one  knowing  it  to  be  stolen,  or 
receives  a  commission  in  respect  of  a  trans- 
action constituting  a  breach  of  the  control 
(unless  he  proves  that  he  had  no  reason  to 
believe  that  it  did  constitute  such  a  breach) 
is  liable  to  the  following  penalties :  on 
summary  conviction,  a  fine  not  exceeding 
the  maximum  amount  shown  below,  or 
imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
one  year,  or  both;  or  on  conviction  on 
indictment,  a  fine  not  exceeding  the 
maximum  amount  shown  below,  or  penal 
servitude  for  a  term  not  exceeding  fourteen 
years  or  both.  The  minimum  amount  on 
either  summary  conviction  or  indictment 
is  such  amount  as  will  secure  that  the 
offender  derives  no  benefit  from  the 
offence.  The  maximum  amount  is  on 
summary  conviction  an  amount  which 
exceeds  the  minimum  amount  by  £500 
or  by  the  treble  penalty,  whichever  is  the 
greater,  and  on  conviction  on  indictment 
an  amount  which  exceeds  the  minimum 
by  ;^5,ooo  or  by  the  treble  penalty,  which- 
ever is  the  greater. 

The  expression  "treble  penalty"  means 
in  a  case  where  the  offence  was  a  sale  or 
purchase  of  or  offer  to  sell,  or  to  buy;  a 
controlled  article  at  too  high  a  price,  an 
amount  equal  to  three  times  that  price ; 
and  in  any  other  case,  an  amount  equal 
to  three  times  the  price  which  the  article 
might  be  expected  to  fetch  if  lawfully  sold. 
In  special  circumstances  a  competent 
authority  or  the  Director  of  Public  Prose- 
cutions may  require  that  cases  shall  not 
be  dealt  with  summarily,  and  the  Director 
of  Public  Prosecutions  may  require  un- 
usually grave  cases  to  be  committed  to 
Assizes.

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PHARMACY  IN  PORTUGAL 


Pharmaceutical  specialities  have  been 
manufactured  in  Portugal  for  the  last  sixty 
years,  but  the  industry  developed  to  such 
an  extent  about  fifteen  years  ago,  that  with 
the  exception  of  certain  glandular  products, 
serums,  vaccines  and  arsenicals  the  Portu- 
guese market  can  be  adequately  supplied 
and  an  allowance  made  for  export. 

In  the  National  Assembly  of  Manufac- 
turers of  Pharmaceutical  Specialities  re- 
cently constituted,  forty  laboratories  are 
already  represented,  not  including  the 
chemists'  laboratories,  which  also  make 
specialities,  and  which,  following  an  official 
ruling,  must  also  soon  join  the  Assembly. 
These  latter  total  about  thirty-five. 

New  Legislation. — The  creation  of  this 
Assembly  has  resulted  in  the  bringing  up 
to  date  of  legislation  dealing  with  pharma- 
ceutical specialities,  and  in  the  creation  of 
the  Regulating  Commission  for  Chemical 
and  Pharmaceutical  Products,  an  economic 
organisation  which  will  presently  inaugurate 
a  laboratory  for  the  scientific  verification 
and  analysis  of  all  chemical  and  pharma- 
ceutical products  imported  or  manufactured 
in  Portugal.  It  is  hoped  that  these  measures 
will  strengthen  the  national  industry  for 
the  manufacture  of  pharmaceutical  pro- 
ducts, and  thus  benefit  public  health,  by 
the  selection  of  the  raw  materials  used  in 
the  finished  products.  Photographs  accom- 
panying this  article  are  of  the  Bial  Labora- 
tories and  of  the  premises  of  one  of  the 
leading  Lisbon  chemists,  Azevedo  Phar- 
macy, in  the  Rocio  Square.  The  forty 
laboratories  belonging  to  the  Assembly 
manufacture  today  about  1,500  pharma- 
ceutical specialities,  and  if  are  added  those 
made  by  chemists  (retail)  on  an  industrial 
scale,  the  total  becomes  about  2,200. 

Total  Sales. — In  1940  3,180,000  units 
manufactured  in  Portugal  represented  a 
turnover  of  40  million  escudos  (;/^400,ooo), 
as  against  2,475,513  foreign-made  units, 
which  shows  a  considerable  increase  in  the 
national  industry,  which  only  a  few  years 
ago  sold  less  than  30  per  cent,  of  the  units 
consumed.  At  the  moment  the  national 
industry  is  struggling  with  the  shortage  of 
certain  products,  especially  chemicals.  The 
directors  of  the  Assembly  state  that  if 
Great  Britain,  in  her  present  need  due  to 
the  war,  wished  to  utilise  their  industry, 
it  could  be  arranged  under  the  most  favour- 
able conditions,  if  certain  raw  materials 
could  be  supplied.  It  is  also  considered 
that  British  manufacturers  would  conse- 


quently gain  because  Portuguese  pharma- 
ceutical specialities  are  normally  th" 
cheapest  owing  to  the  low  labour  costs  and 
furthermore,  special  contracts  could  be 
arranged.  It  is  felt  that,  by  these  means, 
Britain  would  benefit  at  the  same  time  as 
she  gave  work  to  thousands  of  Portuguese 
who  are  at  present  struggling  with  the  greal 
difficulties  caused  by  the  European  block- 
ade. The  directors  ask  British  statesmen  tc 
study  this  question  and  are  willing  to  send 
a  commission  to  London  to  present  theii 
offers.  They  believe  also  that  Britaii 
would  benefit  in  that  she  would  have  s 
market  for  certain  chemicals  now  an' 
after  the  war,  Portuguese  manufacturers 
having  become  accustomed  to  using  British 
raw  materials. 

Retail  Trade. — Chemists'  shops  in  Lisbor 
are  well  stocked  and  window  displays  ar' 
good.  The  writer  has  seen  German  an- 
Portuguese  aspirin,  but  no  British.  On  th 
other  hand,  British  toothbrushes  and  cer 
tain  specialities  are  generally  freely  avail 
able.  Generally  speaking,  British  goods  a 
the  time  of  writing  are  better  represent- 
by  confectionery,  tobacco,  beers  and  spirit 
than  by  chemists'  goods.  German  pharm" 
ceutical  goods  seem  to  be  plentiful.  A 
many  thousands  of  foreigners  stay  i 
Portugal  waiting  for  ships  and  aeroplane 
to  leave  Europe,  there  are  valuable  sal' 
to  be  made,  both  from  the  prestige  an 
habit-creating  points  of  view.  It  shoulc 
be  remembered  that  by  English  standard 
many  of  the  Portuguese  are  not  well-to-do 
Cheap  packs,  with  pictorial  advertising 
should  be  designed  for  this  class.  It  shoul 
also  be  remembered  that  including  th 
Portuguese  Empire  and  Brazil,  som 
seventy  million  people  speak  Portuguest 
although  only  about  one-tenth  inhabi 
Portugal  itself. 

French  cosmetics  and  perfumes  are  no 
being  imported  and,  as  there  is  a  marke 
for  high-class  goods,  it  might  be  necessar 
to  manufacture  them  in  Portugal.  It  mus 
not  be  thought  that  the  climate  exclude 
cures  for  coughs,  colds  and  such  like.  Thar 
are  sudden  changes  of  temperature  whicl 
result  in  many  colds.  Again,  while  the  foo( 
is  different,  the  Portuguese  do  themselve 
well  at  table  and  digestive  troubles  ar 
about  as  common  as  in  England.  Th 
women  dress  well,  and  spend  a  good  dea 
on  cosmetics  and  perfumery  and  at  th' 
hairdresser.  Brilliantine  is  in  great  deman( 
owing  to  the  climate. 
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RECENT  RESEARCH 


Determination  of  Phenothiazine. — Cupples 
has  found  it  possible  to  standardise  the 
conditions  of  bromination  of  alcohoUc 
solutions  of  phenothiazine  so  that  consis- 
tent results  are  obtained  in  measuring  the 
intensity  of  the  red  colour  produced  by 
bromine  in  such  solutions  ("Industrial  and 
Engineering  Chemistry,"  Analytical  Edi- 
tion, January,  p.  53).  The  procedure 
adopted  was  to  add  5  c.c.  of  saturated 
bromine  water  quickly  to  50  c.c.  of  95 
per  cent,  ethyl  alcohol  containing  up  to 
4,500  micrograms  of  phenothiazine  contained 
in  a  loo-c.c.  volumetric  flask  previously 
warmed  to  60°  C.  The  stoppered  flask  was 
allowed  to  stand  fifteen  minutes  in  an  oven 
at  60°  C,  and  a  second  5  c.c.  of  saturated 
bromine  water  was  then  quickly  added. 
After  the  flask  had  stood  ten  minutes 
longer,  the  excess  bromine  was  boiled  off, 
and  the  solution  was  cooled,  dilated  to 
definite  volume,  and  filtered  through  a 
folded  filter,  the  funnel  being  covered  to 
minimise  evaporation.  Photometric  mea- 
surements were  made  on  the  filtrate,  after 
the  first  25  c.c.  had  been  discarded.  The 
precision  of  measurement  of  the  methqd  is 
approximately  one-tenth  division  at  '  the 
mid-point  of  the  photometer  scale,  amount- 
ing to  ±  2  per  cent. 

Mucilages  in  Pharmacy. — In  a  study  of 
the  applications  of  mucilages  in  the  making 
of  various  pharmaceutical  preparations, 
Osborn  and  Dekay  ("  Journal  of  the  Amer- 
ican Pharmaceutical  Association,"  Practical 
Pharmacy  Edition,  1941,  II,  420)  reached 
the  conclusion  that  mucilages  prepared 
from  artificial  and  natural  gums  are  of  equal 
value.  The  substances  examined  included 
sodium  alginate,  method  cellulose,  acacia, 
Irish  moss,  karaya,  pectin,  quince  and 
tragacanth.  They  were  tested  for  their 
suitability  as  vehicles  in  hand  lotions,  as 
emulsifying  agents,  as  suspending  agents, 
as  granulating  agents  in  tablet  manufacture, 
as  excipients  for  pills,  and  as  ointment 
bases.  The  authors  considered  that  acacia, 
Irish  moss  and  tragacanth  yielded  phar- 
maceutically  acceptable  mucilages,  but  the 
other  natural  gums  tested  (karaya,  pectin, 
quince)  did  not.  In  almost  every  phar- 
maceutical preparation  it  was  possible  to 
substitute  a  nmcilage  prepared  from  an 
artificial  source  for  one  prepared  from  a 
natural  source  without  decreasing  the 
pharmaceutical  value  of  the  preparation. 
The  mucilages  of  quince  seed  and  sodium 
alginate  were  the  most  susceptible  to  in- 


compatibility with  the  reagents  tested; 
the  official  mucilages  and  those  of  karaya 
and  methyl  cellulose  were  the  most  stable. 
Formaldehyde  (o-i  per  cent.)  was  found  to 
act  as  a  preservative  for  the  mucilages 
studied ;  esters  of  parahydroxybenzoic 
acid  (o-i  per  cent.)  had  also  excellent 
preserving  powers  in  these  mucilages. 

Vitamin  C  in  Kohlrabi. — A  comparison  of 
the  vitamin  C  content  of  kohlrabi  and  other 
"root"  vegetables  has  been  made  by 
Warne  ("British  Medical  Journal,"  March 
21,  p.  387.).  Kohlrabi  {Brassica  oleracea 
Caulo-vapa),  not  widely  grown  in  Great 
Britain,  is  a  form  of  cabbage  with  a  turnip- 
like stem  that  stands  quite  above  the 
ground.  It  differs  from  the  turnip  in  that 
the  fleshy  swollen  part  is  developed  from 
the  stem  above  the  cotyledons.  It  is 
essentially  a  stem  vegetable,  although 
generally  referred  to  as  a  "root"  vegetable. 
It  is  generally  utilised  as  a  cooked  vegetable, 
but  the  raw  grated  stem  forms  an  accept- 
able component  of  winter  salads  and  is  an 
especially  rich  source  of  vitamin  C.  The 
following  vitamin  C  comparison  was  deter- 
mined by  titration  of  a  metaphosphoric- 
trichloracetic  acid  extract  of  the  material 
with  2 :  6-dichlorophenol-indophenol.

Clearly  we  hav 
here  a  source  of  vitamin  C  not  appreciate 
before  and  unfortunately  not  available  tc 
most  people.  Varieties  of  kohlrabi  are  offer 
grown  on  a  field  scale  for  stock  feeding,  and 
so  it  should  not  prove  difficult  to  organis' 
a  supply  adequate  to  satisfy  an  appreciable 
part  of  our  national  vitamin  C  requirements 
during  winter,  when  other  sources  (greer 
vegetables  and  fruit)  are  not  available.

It  is  surely  past  tolerance  to  expect  the 
chemist  from  his  paltry  dispensing  fees  to 
subsidise  the  N.H.I,  medical  service.

C.F.  Penalty  Scheme 

Sir, — Your  correspondent  "X"  (C.  &  D., 
March  7,  p.  295)  has  made  an  attack  upon 
the  Chemists'  Friends  movement.  His  one 
error  is  that  in  his  anxiety  to  put  forward 
all  the  "cons"  he  has  strengthened  the 
case  for  the  "pros."  I  agree  with  him  on 
his  first  point  that  the  offences  should  have 
been  printed  on  the  penalty  form,  but  there 
his  reasoning  breaks  down.  He  states  that 
the  present  is  not  an  opportune  time  for 
the  agreement  and  that  many  C.F.  products 
are  short.  This  should  be  all  the  more 
reason  for  adherence  to  the  scheme,  as  C.F. 
products  are  not  the  only  proprietaries  in 
short  supply.  The  reason  they  stand  out  is 
because  they  form  quite  a  proportion  of  a 
chemist's  proprietary  sales.  The  shortage 
of  non-C.F.  products  means  that  the  loss 
is  smaller  if  we  can  do  without  them  now. 
In  any  case  "  X"  is  not  asked  to  do  without 
them  but  only  to  forgo  the  bonuses  given 
for  window  displays.  I  think  "X"  will 
agree  that  the  C.F.  scheme  has  benefited 
the  pharmacist,  and  if  this  is  the  case  it 
deserves  support.  I  believe  also  that  the 
manufacturers  have  gained,  but  this  gain 
has  to  be  compared  with  the  gain  which 
would  have  ensued  by  adopting  a  non-C.F. 
policy  for  seven  years.  Viewed  in  this 
manner  I  think  it  will  be  seen  that  while 
the  C.F.  firms  have  made  profit,  theirs  is  a 
long-range  policy  and  they  are  angling  for 
complete  and  undivided  support.  This 
would  make  up  for  the  loss  in  distribution 


points  and  the  consequent  loss  in  sales] 
With  regard  to  the  complaint  of  "  X  "  about 
multiple  firms  obtaining  supplies  in  prefer- 
ence to  private  chemists,  I  feel  sure  that  to 
report  these  firms  and  to  give  specific 
examples  to  the  C.F.  committee  would  cause 
the  cessation  of  this  state  of  affairs,  a  state 
which  has  caused  me  grave  concern  on 
more  than  one  occasion,  but  which  is  not 
even  confined  to  pharmaceutical  products, 
leave  alone  to  C.F.  lines.  The  problem  of  an 
all-chemist  company  no  doubt  could  be 
explained  by  Mr.  Mallinson  if  "X"  woul 
write  to  him.  I  feel  it  is  hardly  fair  tc 
sabotage  the  scheme  with  such  a  trifle  as 
this  while  Mr.  Mallinson  is  so  busily  engaged 
defending  us  from  the  ravages  of  apathy  ir 
our  own  ranks.  Finally  I  should  like  1x 
point  out  that  while  we  concentrate  on  th< 
present  and  get  on  with  the  job  in  hand,  ou, 
competitors  have  plans  for  the  future.  Ai 
an  example  of  this  fact,  might  I  point  ou' 
that  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act 
1 94 1,  was  not  passed  for  the  benefit  of,  o 
with  the  consent  of,  pharmacy  as  a  body  bu 
in  spite  of  pharmacy.
